VISITORS 

Last season was a traumatic campaign for the 
league’s fifth oldest club as they narrowly avoided 
relegation from the Premiership. A heavy defeat at 
Old Trafford in early November left the Owls 
bottom of the division and saw the end of David Pleat’s Hillsborough 
tenure. It was Ron Atkinson who took over the reins with a simple 
brief to save the Owls from relegation. Three straight wins lifted the 
Owls out of trouble but a run of poor form, particularly away from 
home, meant it wasn’t until a win at Everton in Wednesday’s 
penultimate away game that safety was assured. It was generally 
expected that Atkinson would remain for another season -but it was 
not to be!. The long search for a new manager saw the Owls linked 
with several foreign names (including a Scotsman!) but the eventual 
appointment came from a little closer to home as prodigal son Danny 
Wilson returned with the task of waking the sleeping giant. 






This evening we welcome to Sandygate Albert Phelan and his Sheffield 
Wednesday side for the first warm up game of the 1998-99 season. It’s 
expected that the Owls will field a mixed side this evening which is likely to 
contain the backbone of last season’s highly successful FA.Premier Youth 
side, who won the Northern Conference of the short lived competition. This 
side contained the highly rated keeper Jody Wainwright, England Youth 
International Steve Haslam & the emerging Eire Youth International Alan 
Quinn, the latter of whom made a brief sub appearance for the first team at 
Goodison Park near the end of last season. These three players plus the 
likes of Peter Holmes, Kevin Nicholson & Derek Geaiy should be the 
nucleus of the Owls last ever season in the Central League . As far as 
Hallam are concerned manager Kenny Johnson has retained the majority of 
last season’s squad and will be looking for more consistency from his side 
after the disappointing form showed in 97-8, which saw the Blues start 
disastrously and then spend the remainder of the campaign tiying to move 
away from the foot of the table. 




Over the last one hundred and thirty years the Owls and Hallam have met 
on numerous occasions in a wide variety of competitions starting with a 2-0 
win for Wednesday in a Sheffield Challenge Cup tie back in January 1878. 
The following season the Blues earned their one and only win over the Owls 
at first team level when registering a 3-0 Sandygate scoreline in the same 
competition, while after the Owls turned pro in 1887, meetings tended to 
involve Wednesday’s reserve side in local league football. Since the 1960’s, 
meetings have been confined to friendly encounters beginning in April 1964 
when the Owls won 6-4 at Sandygate in a match to celebrate the opening of 
Hallam’s new pavilion. Since then the teams have met as below :
